Imagine my surprise when 

I discovered—quite by 
accident—a flourishing magic- 
lantern culture in Philadelphia, 
quite near our new home in 
Pennsylvania. 


For seven years the Wagner 
Institute of Science has been 
hosting a “Magic Lantern 
Salon’’—a collection of brief 
lantern lectures by the archivists 
of local institutions, using 

slides from the institutions’ own 
collections. 


The Wagner museum is unique. 
It presents scientific exhibits 

in displays that are unchanged 
from 100 years ago. And the 
lecture hall looks just as it must 
have looked then also—U- 
shaped hard-back seating, with 
a big screen up front and a 
lantern located in the back of 
the hall. The auditorium was 
jammed for the lantern show

The presentations, each about 

10 minutes long, covered a wide 
range of topics. Subjects included 
the nature explorations of Frank 
Gouldsmith Speck; Albert Winslow 
Barker’s presentation on Greek 
dress and undress (which included 
photos of some undraped “Greek” 
ladies to wake up the audience); a 
historical survey of Philadelphia 
rail travel; “The Flag Follows 

the Pick” about US mining 
exploitation; “The Gin Shop,” a 
British set with original reading; 
slides of a photographic jaunt

slides of Japan; and lantern slides of 
Yosemite by Henry Clay Borden.

Arthur Meek recently presented his unique 
magic lantern show, Erewhon, to an 
enthusiastic audience at The Caveat, an avant 
garde venue in New York City. Arthur was 
fresh from the Edinburgh (Scotland) Fringe 
Festival, where the show was acclaimed with 
five star reviews. 


The show is definitely not your typical magic 
lantern show. Arthur, dressed in a purple 
velvet jump suit, mixes modern media with 
the old. The audience is encouraged to 

keep their cell phones on, and to use them 

to record, send texts, etc. during the show. 
Music is provided on screen by Eva Prowse, 
via video link with New Zealand, where she 
lives. The lantern itself, a magnificent Riley 
biunial that is new to Arthur, was not working 


yet, so Arthur used a digital projection to create the 
images on screen. The slides were largely created 
by various modern artists, and were striking in their 
concept and execution. 


Society member Tom Rall had a cameo at the start 
of the show that serves to explain where the slides 
came from. Tom explains to Arthur that he has 
been trying to sell an Erewhon slide for years but 
nobody will buy it because nobody understands 
what it’s about. He succeeds in talking Arthur first 
into purchasing the slide, and then the whole set of 
Erewhon slides because they’re such a great deal. 
(Tom is very much in character.) 


Even though Arthur was not actually using the 
lantern to project, he manipulated the slides in it. 
The effect was dramatic and masterful, and the 
coordination with the digital projection perfect.

The music was also excellent, blending 
well with the drama, and also providing 
various unusual sound effects. 


The story of Erewhon, based on an 1872 
satirical novel by Samuel Butler, is a 
complex one of a lost society of strange 
green beings where all Victorian values are 
turned upside down. Beauty, for instance, 
is based on asymmetry—the more lopsided 
a woman’s face, the more beautiful. In 
Arthur’s version of Erewhon, a man from 
the past tries to colonize this society that 1s 
actually from the future, using the lantern 
for PR. Then, of course, he falls in love. . . 
If that sounds confusing, it is a bit, but 
Arthur’s showmanship takes the day, and 
as a result the magic lantern now has a 
foothold in the Big Apple.

20th Century Use of Magic Lanterns

Hi David: 


Attached is a postcard I recently 
came across that may be of interest 
due to its capturing an early 20th c. 
use of magic lanterns. 


It shows a crowd in front of the 
Evening Star Building at 11th 

St. & Pennsylvania Ave., NW in 
Washington, D.C. looking at a 
news bulletin related to the 1908 
presidential election, which had 
happened shortly before. Still up, 
to their left, are the screens that the Star used 
to display results on election night using, 

per the November 3, 1908 morning edition, 
“stereopticons which will flash returns ... 
together with portraits and cartoons”. 


An article published the previous day notes 
their use of “the highest-power” equipment, 
“carefully selected to give the beholders the 
clearest announcements. These bulletins 
will come from many sources, from the 
Star’s own staff and special correspondents 
in the field; from the Associated Press; from 
the Western Union and Postal Telegraph 
companies, and from the long distance 
telephone service.” The cartoons of the 
candidates and other election personalities

1908 election_results_Washington DC in 
front of the Evening Star 


were by the Star’s then-famous cartoonist Clifford 
K. Berryman, today remembered mainly for his role 
in the creation of the first teddy bears. 


The photo and the card were made by Charles 
Evans, who also sent this copy. In his message on 
the back, he writes, “both screens were kept going 
until 1 o’clock” as crowds lingered on Pennsylvania 
Avenue well after the election was called for 
William Howard Taft. On November 4th, the Star 
reported, “They came early and stayed late, so late 
that when... one of Cliff Berryman’s cartoons, 
showing the Peerless Leader [ William Jennings 
Bryan] groggy in his corner and about to take the 
count, was flashed on one Star screen and ‘Good 
night’ on the other, there were still many thousands 


of people left to laugh and cheer and pass 
the word along.” 


Interestingly, that edition of the Star also 
reproduces some of Berryman’s hurriedly- 
drawn cartoons, like the one below, which 
notes (maybe with comic exaggeration) the 
passing by the Star Building of the final 
streetcar to the DC suburb of Chevy Chase:

To 
get an idea of their value I suggest you search eBay - 
they often have 5000 - 10,000 slides on at any time. 
The Society does not do appraisals as such, but it 
does look like a good set. Ifit would help, we could 
add them to our next E-Publication (November) as 
available for sale and open to offers, or you could 
suggest an asking price. One or two of our members 
do collect biblical illustrations.

This is not a field I am familiar with so your advice 
is greatly appreciated. We just want to be sure of 
value so we do not let them go for less than they 
are worth or more likely if we decide to keep them. 


Where are you located? The shipping cost would, 
of course, be born by the purchaser. You’d need 

to pack them well, though lantern slides in a block 
are actually quite strong. I would pack 20 or so 
together in a block and put about 3 layers of bubble 
wrap around them, and then put the blocks in a 
strong cardboard box, again with plenty of bubble 
wrap etc, wherever you send them. The majority of 
our members are in USA, but mailing to Canada 
would be about the same cost as to USA or any 
other International destination. Should be insured, if 
possible, and at least a tracking number if not ‘signed 
for’, to show that they have been delivered. I’m not 
quite sure what you were asking, but I hope that 
covers it! 


With reference to your email they are actually in 
colour.

This 
thing is over 100 years old. It’s got two light 
bulbs. 


01:12:22 B: This has two chimneys to vent the 
light bulb heat out.

He made 
a large series of Biblical story illustrations 
for books and many were made into slides 
as well, and sold under various slide 
makers’ names. We can put them in our 
next E-Publication (November) and hope 
that one of our members may recognise 
the images. You could also Google “ Doré 
Bible” and probably come across the 
images.

Thank you for contacting us. 


Keystone produced literally many 
hundreds of slide images for educational 
purposes and many thousands of copies 
of them. Their 600 slide set was supplied 
to a great many schools in America - the 
aim was to have the set in every school 
in the country - around the turn of the 
19th/20th Century. Each slide came with 
a small card printed with details of the 
scene as teachers’ notes.
